battle will come on Satur¬ 
day, July 28 th at the beach 
live site area. Gates open 
at 8.15am and capacity is 
15,000 people. 

There will be many more 
cultural Olympiad events 
over the next fortnight, 
floating islands visiting the 
area with an embassy of¬

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Puddle'doesn't yet warrant 
extensive works' says council

A WEYMOUTH family 
says it has to brave “tidal 
wave” conditions near its 
driveway entrance because 
Dorset County Council 
won’t deal with a persist¬ 
ent flood point. 

The soggy situation has 
dogged the Liveley house¬ 
hold for years and they feel 
enough is enough. 

Bob Lively said: “When 
a lorry, bus or any vehicle 
drives through the excess 
water it is like a tidal wave. 
You have to take care 
when walking down the 
drive or you could get 
soaked. 

“It got worse when the 
road was reconstructed 
about three to four years 
ago. Prior to that it used to 
percolate through the 
crumbling surface. 

“I pointed out to the en¬ 
gineer in charge at the time 
that, if extra drainage was 
not provided, then flood¬ 
ing would happen. He as¬ 
sured me it would not. So 


much for the experts. A lit¬ 
tle common sense would 
not go amiss.” 

Mr Liveley said he had 
reported the flooding for 
years by phone and letter 
with no response, his last 
letter being sent out fol¬ 
lowing a Redlands public 
meeting where the council 
asked for comments on 
how to improve the Dorch¬ 
ester Road. 

Mr Liveley wrote then: 
“Once again we are asked 
by Dorset County Council 
to view plans for the im¬ 
provement of Dorchester 
Road. Regular mainte¬ 
nance would be top of my 
list. 

“The photograph en¬ 
closed of the flooding out¬ 
side our home has been 
reported to the county 
council on many occasions 
with no response or ac¬ 
tions. 

“Vehicles drive through 
it, depositing mud on to 
the pavement and our drive 


which then requires clean¬ 
ing.” 

Mr Liveley told the View 
that DCC had ignored 
them and said: “There has 
been no contact in person, 
by phone or by letter.” 

A DCC spokesman said: 
“We are aware that there is 
an issue with surface water 
on Dorchester Road and 
have visited the site a 
number of times to inspect 
it. 

“A number of calls were 
made to the household 
who reported the issue, but 
we weren’t able to leave a 
message. A letter was sent 
on March 20th thanking 
the householder for draw¬ 
ing the issue to our atten¬ 
tion and confirming that 
we carry out regular in¬ 
spections and, where re¬ 
quired, maintenance of the 
highway. 

“Though there is a large 
puddle at the roadside, the 
problem doesn’t yet war¬ 
rant the extensive works 
that would need to be car¬ 
ried out. 

“The road is inspected 
monthly to assess whether 
any repair work to the sur-

face or drainage would 
need to be carried out and 
we are aware of and are 
monitoring this particular 
stretch of road in case the 
problem worsens.” 

Mr Liveley’s parting shot 
was to say he had just seen 
a cyclist nearly knocked off 


his bike. 

He added: “He rode 
around the lake, a driver 
blasted his horn and 
swerved around him.”

One of the town's colourful 
characters dies in his sleep 


ONE of Weymouth's greatest ever 
artists has died suddenly in his sleep at 
the age of 67. 

Trevor Lawrence, who was born in 
London and moved to Weymouth 20 
years ago, spent half a century refining 
his unique paintings with their impres¬ 
sion of tenements, of life heaped on life 
with balconies of people almost close 
enough to touch each other. 

He was also a talented pianist and re¬ 
cently told the View: "Painting is my 
wife but music is one of my mistresses." 

A true local character, his paintings 
were always heavily in demand and 
among stars to snap up many can¬ 


vasses was Hollywood legend Jack 
Palance. 

Mr Lawrence regularly exhibited at 
the Leighton Gallery near Weymouth 
Harbourside where Martin Leighton, a 
skilled artist in his own right, recog¬ 
nised hus talent and arranged many 
exhibitions of his work. 

But Lawrence was almost prophetic 
about his life and said:'Tm at the point 
in my career where I want to pack it all 
in and play my piano. I will never stop 
painting but I will soon be doing a lot 
less. I may do one more exhibition for 
the Olympics but that is likely to be my 
lot."

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Youth arrested after 
woman's body is found 

A 16-YEAR-OLD local boy has been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of murder after the body of a woman was 
found in Weymouth. 

Police received a report at 1.06pm on Saturday that 
a woman had been injured at Fiveways Court in 
Benville Road. 

Officers attended the flats and found the body of 
a woman. They said her death was being treated as 
"suspicious" and 30 officers were involved in the in¬ 
vestigation. 

A cordon was put in place around the property 
while forensic experts examined the scene, some of 
the officers involved in the investigation were 
armed, checkpoints were set up and the boy was fi¬ 
nally arrested on Portland. 

The coroner has been informed and a Home Office 
pathologist performed a post mortem on victim 
who police say was known to the boy. 

Detective Inspector Marcus Hester, of Dorset Po¬ 
lice's Major Crime Team said: "I can confirm that 
Dorset Police has launched an investigation into the 
circumstances surrounding the discovery of the de¬ 
ceased woman. 

"As a result, members of the public may have no¬ 
ticed increased police activity within the Weymouth 
area. 

"I want to reassure the public that, following our 
ongoing investigation, it has been established that 
all parties involved in this incident were known to 
each other. 

"This incident is not connected to the Olympic 
preparations currently ongoing in Weymouth and 
Portland. 

"Even though someone has been arrested, I would 
still like to speak with anyone who saw anything sus¬ 
picious or unusual in the Benville Road area between 
11 am on Friday July 20th and 1 pm on Saturday July 
21st." 

Witnesses and anyone with information should call 
Dorset Police in confidence on 101 quoting incident 
number 21:300 or call the free and anonymous 
Crimestoppers line on 0800 555 111.

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'A living community' - not for the dead

ANGRY allotment hold¬ 
ers are telling Weymouth 
and Portland council that 
they don’t want their 
carefully tilled ground 
used as a potential ceme¬ 
tery overspill area. 

Part of Westham 
Crossroads Allotments 
site has been suggested 
as a possible extension 
for the nearby cemetery 
in the proposed Local 
Plan, but allotments 
chairman Taff Morris 
has protested at the idea. 

He said allotments had 
been cultivated there 
since the Second World 
War and there was cur¬ 


rently nowhere near 
enough allotments to com¬ 
ply with current legislation 
and local needs. 

Reducing allotments fur¬ 
ther by taking some for 
graves would just make 
the situation worse, he 
said. 

He added: “The requisi¬ 
tion of our allotments can¬ 
not be deemed as 
fundamental to the overall 
Plan because it clearly 
states that no one part of 


the Plan failing would be 
detrimental to the success 
of the rest.” 

Mr Morris said the West- 
ham Crossroads allotments 
had become “a living com¬ 
munity” which councillors 
recognised for its sheer 
hard work and ingenuity in 
transforming overgrown 
land to create a wildlife 
garden, orchard, copse and 
a pond with work going on 
for a children’s education 
area, a compostable toilet, 


a disabled access and a 
second walkway. 

He said: “The miscon¬ 
ception that an allotment 
site is a place where grey 
haired old men grow let¬ 
tuce and compare the size 
of their onions is now 
proved to be “old fash¬ 
ioned” and downright idi¬ 
otic. 

“Our site has a growing 
membership of more than 
100 including more than 
40 children-young per¬ 
sons. 

“Would councillors con¬ 
sider destroying a village 
community? Have they 
not considered the recla¬ 


mation of existing burial 
land where graves are 
over 75 years old and un¬ 
attended.” 

He suggested using the 
land promised for allot¬ 
ments at Tumbledown 
Farm for cemetery use or 
buying other land 
through compulsory pur¬ 
chase such as the former 
Ministry of Defence land 
at Camp Road now 
owned by a development 
company. 

He said: “This would 
make a wonderful ceme¬ 
tery that would last for 
many generations.” 

Mr Morris added that 
the allotments were “an 
oasis of life” and using 
such land for a cemetery 
would be “ill-advised” 
and “short-sighted”. 

He concluded: “The 
judgement of the council 
is meant to be wise deci¬ 
sion making on behalf of 
the people who elect 
them to office. 

“I therefore humbly 
suggest that you select 
the good parts of the 
Local Plan with respect 
to the Tumbledown Farm 
project and discard the 
sublimely ridiculous such 
as the appropriation of 
the Westham Crossroads 
allotment site for ceme¬ 
tery use.” 


■ A NEW wildlife garden at Weymouth's 
Westham Crossroads Allotments has been 
officially named. 

The Queen's Diamond Jubilee Wildlife gar¬ 
den was opened by allotments president 
Mike Pugh. 

The garden has proved a triumph for hard 
work, transforming a bramble-choked area 
into a rich environment. 

A pond has already attracted frogs, newts 
and nesting ducks while more than 20 
species of bird and five species of butterfly 
have been spotted as well as foxes, grass 
snakes and slow worms, birds of prey also 
hunting the area. 

The site has also seen a small orchard 
planted and a copse which includes an oak 
tree donated by the Queen from her San¬ 
dringham estate while an education area for 
children is also being prepared.

Going for gold

Winding the window of their 
vehicle down, one of them 
shouted across to him: "Is it al¬ 
ways like this?" 

His reply came back that the 
area had been gridlocked ever 
since the new system had been 
brought in and he added: "If 
you'll take my advice you'll set 
off for Portland at least three 
hours before your Olympic sail¬ 
ing race." 

"Why?" asked the team, the 
man replying: "Because that 
way you'll be the only competi¬ 
tors there. You're bound to win 
a gold medal!" 


Short shrift for the elderly 
from current government 


WHAT an absolute pig’s ear the Gov¬ 
ernment is making of looking after the 
elderly. 

There has been uproar over pension¬ 
ers facing having to sell their home to 
pay for care and, in typical Govern¬ 
ment fashion, ministers expelled a load 
of hot air about working to address this. 

What they’ve come up with beggars 
belief because, having asked economist 
Andrew Dilnot to take a look at the sit¬ 
uation, they are now backing off from 
his suggestion of a £35,000 cap, claim¬ 
ing it’s the “right basis” for change but 
they want to look at something cheaper. 

But here’s the bit that takes the bis¬ 
cuit. Another key point in the Govern¬ 
ment’s response to Dilnot is a proposal 
to make a deferred loan scheme avail¬ 
able for those who need to pay for res¬ 
idential care. 

What a wonderful example of day¬ 
light robbery! It effectively says that 
we, your caring sharing Government, 


accept that pensioners should not have 
to sell their home to pay for their care 
so we’ll loan you the money...then 
we’ll claim it back from your estate 
ahead of grieving relatives. Naturally, 
of course, we’ll be charging interest on 
the loan and claiming that back from 
the estate as well! 

So if this “loan to help” ever goes 
ahead the result for pensioners will be 
the same because they still won’t have 
anything to leave relatives. 

Those with a home will still effec¬ 
tively be selling it to pay for their care, 
albeit in a roundabout way, while those 
only renting their home could actually, 
in some cases, hand on a care loan debt 
that the Government will be looking for 
relatives to pay. 

All this is still thankfully at the ideas 
stage, but I hope to God it’s humanely 
sorted out before I have to rely on any 
Government milk of human kindness 
because it seems in short supply to me. 


But is is art?.... 

FINALLY a stylish reason has been produced to 
explain why Weymouth's much criticised intel¬ 
ligent transport system doesn't work. 

You may remember another world-beating 
idea - the somewhat less than dazzling Veils 
of Light laser attraction on Weymouth Es¬ 
planade - which was vigorously defended by 
authority. 

Critics were told by a senior council figure: 
"This is not a laser light show but a piece of 
artwork which is subtle and very special." 

So could we all have been barking up the 
wrong tree about the traffic lights and junc¬ 
tions which delay hundreds of thousands of 
people every week? 

Perhaps they weren't installed to help long 
suffering motorists but to lift our spirits as a 
piece of artwork we can all spend hours enjoy- 
ing....whether we want to or not. 

After all, what resident among us has not 
been delighted by recent work to illuminate 
the notorious "stones on sticks" sculpture at 
Littlemoor until midnight, dusk having previ¬ 
ously drawn a merciful veil over the sculpture 
whose expense and look has been pilloried all 
over the world. 

If our universally loathed traffic lights are re¬ 
ally a "subtle piece of artwork" then they are 
too subtle for me. Who's for bringing back the 
roundabouts along with the fairy lights?
